Jlr. and Mrs. L. A. Coon, 
in- 


structors in the School of Music 
and the French department, have 
recently 
returned 
from 
Europe, 


bringing -with them a collection of 
French etchings. The French call 
them "1'eau fort" or ''strong: wat- 
er" instead of etching, getting this 
name from the fact that the cop- 
per plate is bitten hy strong wat- 


er or acid in the process of man- 
ufacture. 


They gathered 
their 
collection 


from various places, and from dif- 
ferent people. 
Many 
are 
from 


Paris, and from Strasbourg. 
They 


have several by Pinet, probably the 
best known French etcher. 
Some 


are in sepia, and some fire in col- 
ors. 
The work done before the 


plate is made and the coloring, is 
all done by hand. 
Each color is 


put on separately. Most American i 
etchings are in black and white or 
in sepia—very few are done in col- 
ors.

entitled "An Old Street in Rou- 
en". It is the typical, street of an

places whore- the "wards of the state" are car- 
ed for—or supposed to be cared for. 


The board of control as now 
constituted 


consists of Sirs. Elizabeth Kading, Watertown; 
J. D. Morrissey, Superior; Robert G. Sharp, 
Oconto. 


One of the institutions under the care of this 


board is the state school for the feeble-mir.ded 
at Union Grove, whose superintendent is the 
latest executive under the state board of con- 
trol to resign, declaring his position intoler- 
able. 


At Union Grove, in the cottage designed for 


48 boys, are now housed 49 boys and from 10 
to 15 employes; in the cottage designed for 60 
girls are GO girls and 20 to 25 employes. 
Be- 


sides this crowding, many children who should 
now bo cared for at Union Grove canr.ot be 
received and are a problem to local authorities 
in Milwaukee and elsewhere. 


Yet, since Jan. 1, 1922, three GO-patient "cot- 


tages ior which the state has paid have re- 
mained unused, lacking equipment, not con- 
nected with other buildings by necessary 'side- 
walks. They cannot be used for the care of 
Wisconsin's unfortunate and dependent Chil- 
dren, though they have been built by the state 
and must be 'heated at state expense to pre- 
serve the investment. 


That is jnst one item of the care the "wards 


of the state" are getting.
